SET 1962 resulted in our 
handling more traffic than 
during Hurricane SET last 
year, in half the time, with 
much less confusion.

The FCC would probably 
take a very dim view of a li- 
censed amateurs refusal to 
take part in an emergency op- 
eration where his services are 
badly needed. Perhaps this 
idea should be investigated and 
carried further.

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EDITORIAL 


Florida has some of the 
sharpest traffic nets and some 
of the best traffic operators 
in the country. Our nets can 
be - heard 
constantly from early morning 
to late evening on AM, SSB, 
CW, and RITTY — HF, 10 
meters and VHF. There’s hard- 
ly a county in Florida which 
is not regularly represented 
on one net or another. This is 
a situation to be envied by 
most other states. 


In emergency operation our 
liaison system, for moving 
traffic from one net to another 
for delivery is “in the space 
age”. Through the efficient 
use of the Key City VHF lo- 
cal nets, the whole state is 
tied together by a vast inter- 
looking mesh of nets. 


But in regular traffic han- 
dling, on an every day, non 
emergency basis, we’re still 
using horse and buggy meth- 
ods — the “iron men” who 
check into two or three nets 
each day, trailing clouds of 
traffic and jangling ‘their BPL 
medallions. 


Despite their efforts, traf- 
fic is often painfully slow be- 
ing delivered in Florida. It is 
not uncommon for traffic from 
California to arrive in Flor- 
ida the next day and to be 
delivered to the Florida des- 
tination a week later. 


Sometimes this happens be- 


cause an operator keeps hold-. 


ing the traffic until a station 
shows up on his net which. can 
deliver directly. Sometimes it 
happens - because. 
men” don’t happen to show up 
at the right times and: nets 


to transfer traffic to nets with 


outlets. 


There is no perfect solution. 


But there’s an easy way to 


in session almost.

improve liaison between nets. 
Any net member” can * take 
traffic going. to another net, 
then pass it across town to 
another amateur who meets 
the other net. This method is 
so simple it really shouldn’t 
require exposition. Yet very 
few amateurs use it. If more 
amateurs would make it a 
point to find out ‘what traffic 
their .bretheren across town 
can handle on their nets, then 
help to transfer some to them, 
it would go along way toward 
giving Florida a fully effec- 
tive traffic system rather than 
the nation’s finest collection 
of independent nets, each of 
which tends to become a little 
kingdom all to itself. 


Perhaps Key Cities, which 
are normally reported in all 
nets, could become liaison cen- 
ters for intra-Florida traffic 
in every-day operation. as well 
as in emergencies. All it. would 
take, really, is closer coopera- 
tion between all the net mem- 
ber stations in each. Key City. 


This is. not, by any means, 
a “devaluation” of the “iron 
men.” On the contrary, they 
remain among our most valu-’ 
able traffic men. Even if Key 
City liaison were to replace 
them completely for net liai- 
son within” Florida (which 
isn’t. likely)-- we - still need 
them for such tasks as pick- 
ing up gobs of in-coming traf- 
fic from special skeds. and non- 
NTS -nets.. Our whole point is 
that we need: relaible, day-in_ 
day-out, liaison. among all: our 
Florida traffic) nets so. that. 
together, they all become a.

SCMs CORNER 


Will keep it short and sweet 
this month. Much has been 
written in the past that could 
bear repetition but I’m afraid 
that this could become quite 
tiresome to those who READ 
the column and get something 
from it. I will, however, dwell 
briefly on a few pertinent 
points having to do with be- 
ing a Net Manager, an NCS 
and a net participator. 


Net Managers are charged 
with not only taking care of 
the net report each month and 
seeing that NCS are available 
but also on the conduct of the 
net as effected by each NCS. 
Such things as proper zero- 
beating the NCS frequency, 
the use of proper ARRL pro- 
cedure, the cutting down of 
ALL superfluous_transmis- 
sions, the proper routing of 
traffic for quickest delivery, 
etc, etc, ad infinitum, is ALSO 
the responsibility of Net Man- 
agers, much of this indirectly, 
of course. but it is still there. 
The selection, instruction and 
training of NCS plus a super- 
visory role are also of con- 
cern to the Net, Manager. 


The NCS should ALWAYS 
maintain a FIRM hold on his 
net and be prepared to con- 
stantly correct when neces- 
sary. If he is fearful of los- 
ing a net member because of 
this just stop for a second and 
think of the reaction of the 
REST of the net members to 
poor operation. THEY look to 
YOU to take the proper cor- 
rective action on the spot. This 
can be done diplomatically 
I’m sure and an _ operator 
shouldn’t feel hurt if he is 
corrected. It makes for a bet- 
ter net all around. Improper 
routing of traffic is a sore 
spot. The NCS should make 
every effort to keep acquaint- 
ed with his dependable outlets 
for various traffic and to route 
traffic in such a manner as to 
insure it’s most direct and 
speedy relay. NCS would do 
well to take a page from the 
bokof Clyde W4SDR regard- 
ing spotting stations on the 
net frequency, which is the fre- 
quency of the NCS regardless 
of what anyone would tell you 
contrary to this. The NCS, 
with the Net Manager the 
overall chief of the opera- 
tion, is the one who decides, 
for various reasons, the actual 
frequency on which he will 
conduct the net. He should, of 


course, attempt to utilize the 
advertised net frequency when-

A 
good motto for ALL NCS: 
A firm hand at all times plus 
a set of operating rules that 
are generally the same for 
everyone and every day. I sug- 
gested that Net Managers 
draw up a Guide for NCS 
based on League Publications. 
I will furnish any Net Man- 
ager a copy of ARRL CD-24 
upon request by mail or radio- 
gram. 


To get down to those who 
really make a net CO — the 
participators, the generators 
and movers of traffic. Gentle- 
men, is it necessary to men- 
tion the fact that GOOD traf- 
fic operation on a net RE- 
QUIRE ONE CONTROL, the 
use of a STANDARD form of 
communication, plus a _ real 
DESIRE to make the net out- 
standing? I _ really don’t 
think so. Everything that you 
need to become a GOOD net 
operator has been published 
and is available FREE OF 
CHARGE and can usually be 
found in the ARRL booklet 
“How to operate an amateur 
radio station” which can be 
obtained from the SCM on 
request. Hoping for the best 
doggoned traffic nets in these 
50 states I remain — Ham

BROADCASTING 


The following is quoted in 
part from a letter from the 
F.C.C. to K6RNC converning 
his activities in the Anti-Com- 
munist Amateur Radio Net- 
work (ACARN.) 


“Section 12.103 of the rules 
prohibits the use of amateur 
radio stations for broadcast- 
ing. Section 12.106 of the rules, 
however, provides that certain 
kinds of one way communica- 
tions addressed to amateur 
stations are authorized and 
will not be construed as broad- 
casting. Thus, under Section 
12.106(b), provision is made 
for the transmission of infor- 
mation bulletins consisting 
solely of matter having direct 
interest to the Amateur Radio 
Service as such. This subsec- 
tion is intended to permit the 
transmission of information 
bulletins to amateurs concern- 
ing such things as long dis- 
tance communications contests,

The first active relay satel- 
lite is a 170 pound ball-shaped 
instrument 341% inches around 
its middle. Its aluminum and 
magnesium skin is covered 
with 3600 solar cells designed 
to convert sunlight into elec- 
tricity to charge the 19 nickel- 
cadnium batteries. 

Around its center are two 
omni-directional antennas — 
one receiving and one trans- 
mitting. 

Atop the Telstar is a helix 
antenna to receive the com- 
mand signals to turn the 
equipment on and off, for 
transmitting the _ tracking 
beacon signals, and also for 
telemetry some 115 items for 
information, including tem- 
peratures outside and inside 
the capsule and pressure in- 
side the satellite. 

Transmission to Telstar is 
on 6390 me; it transmits on 
4170 mc. It has a traveling 
wave tube capable of 2% watts 
output. It orbits every 158 
minutes and swings 3502 to 
593 miles above the earth. 
Speed is 11,220 to 18,380 miles 
per hour. Angel of inclina- 
tion to the equator is 44.7°.

SATELLITE SIGNALS 


In free space, radio waves 
are governed only by a basic 
physical law that says the 
energy of the wave front 
diminishes in proportion to 
the square of the distance it 
has traveled. Thus a doubling 
in distance brings a four-fold 
in signal strength. 

Even with this gradual loss 
of energy the power required 
to broadcast between the moon 
and earth is modest. It is es- 
timated that a 100-watt trans- 
mitter as far away as the 
moon would give a_ signal 
powerful enough to be heard 
on earth by an ordinary FM 
set equipped with an outdoor 
antenna. 

Satellite radios, so far, have 
been much less powerful than 
this. Highly sensitive equip- 
ment is needed to pick up 
their signals at extreme dis- 
tances. Nevertheless, the 0.2 
watt radio on the U. S. space 
probe Pioneer IV was heard 
with special receivers to this 
country and Britian from the 
immense distance of 407,000 
miles beynod the earth. 

To pick up such a weak 
signal the receiver must be 
a able to scoop in and focus 
a lange amount of the dif- 
fused and weakened radio 
wave energy. The giant dish 
of British’s Jodrell Bank ra- 
riod telescope, 250 feet in 
diameter, is such a collector 
of faint radio signals. 

Among the receivers that 
caught Pioneer IV’s final mes- 
sages last March were those 
at the United States Army 
Signal Research and Develop- 
ment Laboratory, Fort Mon- 
mouth, New Jersey, and at the 
Goldstone Lake facilities of 
Space Technology Laborato- 
ries in California. 

The main broadcast frequen- 
cy of the Soviet Union’s cur- 
rent moon probe is 183.6 meg- 
acycles, well into the Very 
High Frequency (VHF) band. 
That happens to be in the mid- 
dle of United States televi- 
sion Channel 8, but the signal 
is far too weak to be hard by 
home sets.

SARASOTA FLOODS 


Shortly after SET, we had 
a small emergency operation 
involving Tallahassee and the 
loods in Sarasota County. 


After QNF of QFN, about 
4044Z September 21, W4MLE, 
W4SET (St. Pete. CD station 
with K4EHY at the key) and 
W4IYT were rag chewing at 
3650 when WAIJH, North 
Port Charlotte in southern 
Sarasota County, broke in.

situation. Shortly thereafter 
Dw. Fla. RM K4UBR came on 
the frequency. WA4IJH han- 
dled a fair amount of traffic 
between Sarasota and Eglin 
AFB concerning the safety of 
Eglin’s Gulf Missile Test 
Range installations; and with 
Tallahassee concerning road 
and bridge conditions. Finally 
about 0715Z, WA4IJH sent the

NCS LOGGING ON QFN 


At the beginning on the 
QFN net I log the net call 
and beginning time of the net. 
Thereafter, I enter the call of 
each station as he checks in, 
but without noting the exact 
time. If he has traffic, I list 
it in the “comments” column, 
using one line for each city 
listed. 


When I send a station off 
frequency to send traffic, I 
put a check mark beside the 


traffic. I could (but generally 


don’t) note beside the check 
mark the suffix of the call of 
the station he’s sending it to, 
and a note on where they are 
(like “7U kdn’”). This note 
ean be stricken out with a 
line when they return to the 
net. 


When I QNX a station, I put 
a “X” beside his call. 


If he has traffic which was 
not cleared J strike it thru 
with a line. 


When the net in clear I note 
QNF in the station call col- 
umn, with the exact time of 
QNF. If I continue in QSO 
with one or more stations 
after QNF, 
usual, with the time of begin- 
ning the QSO marked as the

same time as QNF.

HAM TV NEWS 


More HAM-TV live demon- 
strations to new members of 
the Hialeah Radio Club, pros- 
pective Skip subscribers. Mr. 
and Mrs. Leonard both who 
are studying for their ham li- 
censes and Clarence WA4BPX, 
all who attend our meetings 
regularly. Received carried and 
syne buzz from K4DQO’s con- 
verted AXT-2 TV transmitter. 
He did not have any picture 
on at time. And Bernie has 
modifed the AXT-2 Osc. lines 
to % wavelength tuned with 
a butterfly condenser to get 
more drive to the final. What 
has to be done is to cut about 
% inch from end of lines in- 
stall condenser and feed the 
TV to the lines thru two RF 
chokes. Improved drive to fi- 
nal results. Am going to con- 
vert my AXT-2 the same way. 
Had my APT on air uncon- 
verted and was able to get a 
picture but believe better pic- 
ture can be obtained by the 
following means. Feed your 
video signal thru a 75 ohm 
terminated jack starting at 
6L6 tube and work back to 
the two preceding 6AC7’s to 
where you get the best signal 
with correct polarity and de- 
pending on gain you need. 
Also try bridging the coupl- 
ing condensers with higher 
value to improve lows, and 
also try briging the cathode 
condensers with 10 to 20 mfd 
for some reason. Thanks to 
W4RIF and K4DQO for sug- 
gestions on the APT-5. 


The expense of getting on 
HAM-TV or AM in the UHF 
bands is not too great. Many 
surplus items may be convert- 
ed. For example Fair Radio 
Saless iGo: Ps OF Boxmeu Oo. 
Lima, Ohio has a T-9/APQ-2 
radar xmttr for $9.95 that 
covers 200 to 500Mc complete 
with all tubes, which can be 
used for HAM-TV, AM on the 
420Mc band and also for AM 
on the 220Mc band. Shipping 
would cost about five bucks 
and a power supply perhaps 
ten. So for 25 bucks you have 
an AM and HAM-TV Xmttr. 
For receiving you need and 
UHF converter which you 
should get for less than five 
dollars or scrounge it, your 
TV set, and a good 420Mc an- 
tenna such as the Cushcraft 
11 element beam which sells 
for less than ten dollars. So 
for less than $50 you should 
be on air, and what can you 
get for this money in the line 
of radio equipment.

AREC PRESS RELATIONS 
AND PUBLICITY 


By W4MLE 


One of the benefits we can 
derive from our annual Sim- 
ulated Emergency Tests and 
other drills is a spread in the 
local press and perhaps a 
small item or two on the state- 
wide news wires of the Asso- 
ciated Press and United Press 
International. 

One of the more important 
jobs of an EC (or one of his 
assistants) is to see to it that 
the local news media know 
about our exercise (and about 
the AREC in general.) There’s 
nothing mysterious about how 
to do this. Most newspapers 
and broadcast stations wel- 
come any information they can 
use as news. The key word is 
information. There’s no need 
for a fancy “news release.” 
They usually get junked or 
at least throughly rewritten if 
they escape “File 13.” 

About a week before your 
test call the newsroom of your 
local paper, radio station (and 
TV station, if any) on the 
phone. Identify yourself in 
your capacity as EC and say 
something like ‘‘We’re having 
an emergency communication 
exercise which I think you 
might find a stery in. Maybe 
even a picture.” Then answer 
his questions. Explain the 
statewide (or local) purposes 
and scope of the exercise and 
the part your county plays in 
it, how you'll handle Red 
Cross and CD traffic, how the 
system would work in the 
event of an actual local dis- 
aster, etc. A good reporter 
will want to know names (and 
you can give him calls, too), 
how many people will partici- 
pate, how long it will last, 
where your stations will be lo- 
cated ,and so on. 

If he seems interested in 
pictures, tape or film, suggest 
possibilities in station lay- 
outs, big VHF antennas, op- 
eration of an emergency gen- 
erator; tape perhaps of in- 
terviews or recordings of traf- 
fic handling on the air during 
the exercise. 

Cooperate fully, but if there 
is no interest or outright re- 
jection, don’t try to “sell” it. 

As WINJM pointed out in 
his recent E & T Bulletin, 
many news writers are fall- 
ing into the habit of referring 
to CBers and such as “ama- 
teur” or “Ham”. We have no 
copyright on those terms. So 
be sure you get in “Amateur 
Radio Emergency Corps”. 
Make it plane, too, that AREC

The discipline shown on the 
VHF nets was in most cases 
very commendable, consider- 
ing the amount of traffic.” 


W4RWU, VHF PAM, Jack- 
sonville: “I strongly urge that 
the VHF field be investigated 
as a mean of handling much of 
the Key City to Key City traf- 
fic and thus relieve the HF 
nets for long-haul out-of-state 
traffic. 


“During SET we handled 
traffic between Jacksonville 
and Orlando on 144 Me with 
no relay. Traffic was _ han- 
dled between Jacksonville and 
Miami with two relay. This 
operation was very limited 
mostly because the operators 
with stations on VHF capable 
of this type of work were 
QRL on other frequencies.” 

K4NQL, Tampa: “Approxi- 
mately 95% of the messages 
received at home were “hello” 
messages and in about 75% 
the checks were wrong. Sev- 
eral operators and stations are 
not counting the punctua- 
tions.” 

W4RKH SCM W. Fla. “HF 
stations in Pensacola appar- 
ently had no liaison among 
themselves. Each Key Station 
had to take the primary rig 
and returned it to 10 meters to 
relay to a 10-M MCS who was 
coordinating the relay of 
traffic to Ft. Walton Beach 
and elsewhere. It would have 
been better if each of these 
stations could have had a 2-M 
station to pass traffic on, 
leaving 29,560 for inter-county 
use. Lack of a second rig at 
these stations also meant no 
liaison between HF stations. 
No Key station had any idea 
of outlets throughout the state 
that other HF nets had.” 

W4AKB, WARN WX BU 
Coordinator, Miami: “The first 
difficulty encountered was the 
securing operators to fill in 
the shifts. It was my opinion 
that we shifted frequency from 
7230 to 3910 too early.” 

W4CWD Net “A” NCS, 
Melborne: “There were entire- 
ly too many dual transmis- 
sions. I think this was caused 
in part by one station not be- 
ing able to hear other sta- 
tions. This in turn was caused 


by some of the stations being 
off frequency. At one time 
when I check the frequency, 
one station was 2 ke high and 
the next station was 1.5 ke 
low.6 One NCS drifted 4 ke 
in two hours. His relief zero- 
beat him and started out 4 ke 
OLL a 


W40VE FSBEN Mgr. Tam- 
pa: “I was particulary pleased 
with the set-ups in Key Cities. 
There was almost no time in 
which a Key City was not 
represented in our net and all 
had facilities on all modes, 
which helped out consider? 
ably.” 

Net D - QFEN (CW) caught 
the heaviest traffic load it 
has so far encountered in any 
exercise or actual emergency. 
The American National Red 
Cross, through the good offices 
of Amateur Radio Coordinator 
Bob Myers, K4IAG, contrib- 
uted most of the load in the 
form of batches of messages 
going to every Florida AM- 
CROSS chapter. Each request- 
ed a reply. And each unde- 
livered message (as in other 
nets and for other agencies) 
required a service message 
addressed to the station of 


origin. 
W4SDR, PAM, Daytona 
Beach: “It appeared to me 


that most NCS spent too much 
time calling QFEN and ex- 
changing irrelevant remarks 
rather than directing the 
movement of traffic. High 
priority singles could have 
been passed on the net fre- 
quency, giving net control op- 
erator a two-minute break 
while keeping the frequency 
open and possibly expediting 
the traffic.” 

W4IET, FREN (RITTY) 
Miami Springs: “Day RITTY 
frequencies very good. Solid 
copy over entire state. Also 
solid copy two-way RITTY to 
Atlanta W4BOC. He was op- 
erating almost the entire SET 
relaying Red Cross traffic 
from K4MJZ in Falls Church, 
Va. Cities represented in 
FREN were Jacksonville, Or- 
lando, Tampa, Miami, Braden- 
ton, Gainesville, Atlanta and 
Falls Church, Va.”
